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I really appreciate your willingness to consider this 
idea* The Boudin firm, as you know, has never been in very 
great financial shape, and as we approach the trial in this 
suit, the problem is becoming more and more acute* More and 
more work is required, and we have to advance the pace of 
fundraising to keep up* 

This one particular foundation can make a material 
difference, but the director is not very familiar with 
civil liberties work, and I think has never heard of 
Leonard* 

I hope the enclosed letter is the sort of thing 
you could sign*
